The  First  1937  New  Commemorative.  The  Roanoke  Island  half 
dollar  is  the  first  new  issue  for  1937,  and  has  just  been  released  at 
the  time  of  going  to  press.  Like  several  of  the  some  thirty  kinds 
issued  last  year,  there  is  too  much  on  the  coin,  but  the  actual  work 
of  the  sculptor  is  much  better  than  usual.  The  coin  is  a tribute  to 
America’s  first  child  born  of  English  parentage,  Virginia  Dare,  and 
in  honor  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh’s  Colony  on  Roanoke  Island,  North 
Carolina.  The  first  settlement  was  made  in  1585-1 587.  This  year 
a celebration  will  be  held  at  Old  Fort  Raleigh  on  Roanoke  Island, 
the  actual  site  of  the  first  settlement,  where  was  born  on  Aug.  18, 
1587,  Virginia  Dare.  The  obverse  of  the  coin  shows  a bust  of  Ra- 
leigh to  left,  in  feathered  hat  and  great  ruff;  below  SIR  WALTER 
RALEIGH;  above  E PLURIBUS  UNUM  and  LIBERTY;  the  date 
1937  at  left.  Around,  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  HALF 
DOLLAR.  Reverse:  a young  mother  holding  her  babe  close  to  her 
breast,  garbed  in  costumes  similar  to  those  that  bedecked  the  first 
Roanoke  Island  settlers;  also  images  of  two  old  English  sailing  ves- 
sels similar  to  those  in  which  the  Colonists  crossed  the  ocean.  In 
field,  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  Above,  THE  BIRTH  OF  VIRGINIA 
DARE.  Around,  THE  COLONIZATION  OF  ROANOKE  IS- 
LAND NORTH  CAROLINA.  In  exergue,  the  dates  1587-1937.

Three  hours  out  at  sea,  and  with  field  glasses  we  scan  the  shore 
line  and  cities  along  Long  Island.  At  four  tea  is  served.  The  stew- 
ards spare  no  pains  in  rendering  first  class  service.  They  even  play 
hide  and  seek  to  hunt  us  up  on  deck,  and  bring  the  tea  and  cakes. 

The  sea  is  an  average  one,  with  a rather  heavy  swell.  The  skies 
are  cloudy  and  overcast.  A cool  breeze  requires  topcoats  when  on 
deck,  and  snugly  buttoned,  too.  At  five  o’clock  we  meet  five  de- 
stroyers New  York  bound.  At  eight  we  go  to  dinner.  At  our 
table,  places  were  set  for  nine  and  we  are  properly  introduced  to 
each  other. 

Two  things  are  sure  to  be  a part  of  the  menu  of  every  good  Nor- 
wegian dinner.  They  are  “kokte  poteter”  and  some  kind  of  fish. 
After  many  days  of  travel  in  Norway  since  then,  I still  wonder  why 
the  Norse,  who  have  furnished  to  civilization  many  of  the  foremost 
construction  engineers,  have  not  yet  discovered  another  method  of 
preparing  potatoes  without  “just  plain  boiling  them.’’  Everywhere 
in  Europe,  fish  is  on  the  menu  of  every  good  meal.  Of  course, 
there  is,  in  addition,  some  other  kind  of  meat,  too.  Well,  there 
was  chicken  for  dinner  this  evening,  and  all  the  trimmings.  And 
even  ice  cream  for  dessert!  I enjoy  the  food  and  service  immensely. 
But  alas!  Some  of  my  friends  don’t  seem  to  enjoy  it  so  much!  Yes, 
the  ship  has  been  rolling  and  tossing  more!  A few  more  dishes 
slide  from  the  tables.  One  by  one  my  rapidly  formed  acquaintances 
repair  to  their  staterooms,  or  take  the  air  on  deck.  And  their  meal 
only  half-finished!  Yes,  you  have  guessed  the  trouble!  Though  I 
lack  the  actual  experience,  I’m  sure  seasickness  is  not  the  pleasantest 
part  of  my  voyage.  A movie  in  the  social  hall,  a dance  in  the  ball- 
room, and  a promenade  about  the  decks,  and  we  retire  . 

Modern  staterooms  are,  of  necessity,  most  ingeniously  planned. 
Upper  and  lower  berths,  comfortable  springs,  cleanest  linen,  wall 
racks,  reading  lights,  hooks  and  hangers,  and  there’s  luggage  space 
aplenty  under  berths  and  settees.  Wash  bowl,  writing  desk,  mir- 
rors, dresser,  shelves,  are  all  constructed  in  one  special  piece  of 
furniture.  Hot  and  cold  running  water,  electric  lights,  ventilators, 
thermotank,  curtains,  and  life  belts  are  part  of  the  equipment  .
